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Profs to decide chair role

CSUS faculty will have an op- 
portunity to decide on which of 
two documents describing the role 
of CSUS department chairs they 
like best 

The Faculty Senate voted 
Wednesday to submit both the 
Faculty Affairs Committee's 
document and Vice President for 
Academic Affairs E. James Ar- 
cher’s document to a_ general 
faculty referendum the first week 
of February 

The Senate unanimously en- 
dorsed the Faculty Affairs Com- 
mittee’s document 


Expressing a wide-spread 


Senate belief. Senator Joseph 
Morrow said that = Archer's 
document takes the essential 


taculty role of chosing department 
chairs “out of faculty hands.” 

Senator Patrick McGillivray. 
vice chair of the Faculty Affairs 
Committee, said the documents 
were irreconcilable 

Department chair selection 
procedures is among notable 
differences between the 
documents 

According to the Faculty Af- 
tairs Committee's document, a 
nomination for a department chair 






would be submitted directly to the 
university president for his ap- 
proval 

Archer's document requires

Senate grants EOP $

The Student Senate increased 
the budget for the Educational Op- 
portunity Program (EOP) at last 
Tuesday's meeting. 

“Without the money, 350 
students won't be here in the 
spring,” said Jim Hollenback, 
senate chair, arguing for approval, 
“They've been here one semester; 
they'd like to come back here in the 
spring.” 

ASI President John Gianonni 
also reported that “problems (at 
KERS) has been resolved to the 
satisfaction of everybody.” 

He then announced that there 
will be “an election first part of 
next semester,” for the purpose of 
filling vacancies. He then talked 
about the problems of holding a 
general election. “Last year we held 
it too late,” he said.

“I'm working hard for an am- 
bulance service on campus,” 
Gianonmi reported, indicating his 
goal of “a 24-hour medical 
emergency service.” 

The Student Bill of Rights and 
Responsibilities was finally ap- 
proved by the senate without op- 
position. The final version still con- 
tains the controversial Article 1, 
Section J, which states “each 
instructor shall participate in” a 
faculty course evaluations 
program. 

The Faculty Senate had passed 
a similar student bill of rights 
without that section, since they 
have steadfastly opposed any man- 
datory campus-wide program for 
student evaluations of faculty 

In other action: 

Harold Rubin, associate profes- 
sor of journalism and Faculty 
Senate representative to the 
Student Senate, protested the 
manner he was removed from the 
position of journalism faculty ad- 
visor to the Executive Board for 
Campus Media (CMB). 

He quoted from a letter he 
received from John Gianonni 
dated Nov. 18 which said: 

“li has come to the attention of 
the (Student) Senate and myself 
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would appoint the nominee for a 
one year term, giving the nominee 
time to seek a resolution through 
grievance procedures 

According to Archer's 
document, nomination processes 
would continue until a nominee 
was approved by the school dean 
or division chair, the vice president 
for academic affairs, and the 
president 

The relationship between 
department chairs and faculty, as 
conceived in Archer's document, is 
comparable to that which exists 
between management and labor. 
Faculty Affairs Committee 
member Senator Makram Samaan 
explained 

The Facuity Affairs Com- 
mittee’s document was deemed in- 
consistent with California State 
University and Colleges (CSUC) 
Board of Trustee policies by CSUC 
Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke’s legal 
staff. Archer told the Senate 

“None of this (CSUC Board of 
[rustee policies) came down from 
the mountain with Moses,” 
Senator Sandra Barkdull said in 
reply to Archer's statement 

“I do not care for what is legal; | 
care tor what is mght.” Barkdull 
continued 


Archer said he submitted both 
documents to Chancellor Dumke’s 
legal staff to “get advice and head 
off possible confrontations.” 

Despite the referendum’s 
results, final acceptance of esther 
document rests with CSUS 
President James G. Bond 

The role of department chairs ts 
a long-standing controversy 
between CSUS faculty and ad- 
ministration 

Among other actions taken: 

The Senate requested 
President Bond to withdraw. after 
this year’s completion of con- 
sideration of faculty for early 
tenure, criteria, established by Ar- 
cher, that must be met for granting 
early tenure. 

As has been the case in dis- 
cussions of past CSUS_ ad- 
ministration documents brought 
before the Senate for its review, 
discussion of the early tenure 
criteria included criticism of CSUS 
administrators for allegedly wor- 
king toward solely administrative 
goals rather than educational 
goals, 

According to Section 43-560 of 
the California State Ad- 
ministrative Code, President Bond 
may grant an early tenure award 
“when it is advantageous to the 
institution.” 

President Bond was asked to 
arrange for an investigation of 
wage reclassifications for and 
treatment of CSUS staff personnel. 

The Senate reaffirmed last 
year's refusal to require faculty to 
participate in evaluations of 
faculty by students.

Car rules changed

A university-wide parking com- 
mittee, with power to review and 
recommend changes in CSUS par- 
king policy. will be developed in 
the near future. a university official 
announced yesterday 
The committee. composed of 
faculty, students, staff and ad- 
ministrators, will initially attempt 
to obtain approval for a graduated 
fee schedule for decaled parking 
based on location 


California State University 
Colleges (CSUC) Chancellor 
Glenn S. Dumke's office and the 


state General Services department 
must approve any changes, ac- 
cording to Greg Thatch, executive 
assistant to CSUS President James 
G. Bond 

Formulation of the committee 
and the possibility of graduated 
fees for decaled parking are all part 
of a joint statement issued yester- 
day by the CSUS administration, 


Iraffic Referee William Tredin- 
nick and Sacramento Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney James |. Morris 
Thatch said the committee 
could also review posting, painting 
and designation of parking areas 
He said heavier fines will also be 
imposed on parking violators in 
handicapped and faculty areas or 
where the flow of traffic is dis- 
rupted 
Thatch said the university ad- 
ministration hopes to implement a 
new procedure whereby fines could 
be paid on-campus, possibly 
through the cashier's office 
But campus parking hours will 
not be relaxed, according to That- 
ch. Parking regulations will be en- 
forced 24 hours a day on weekdays 
On weekends, however, parking 
restrictions will apply only for han- 
dicapped and loading zones or 
non-posted areas 
Morris told the Hornet that he, 
Thatch and Tredinnick “all wrote 
‘the changes. 
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Students are rerninded that, ac- 
cording to university policy, no 
midterms, quizzes ofr ex- 
aminations, other than those 
authorized on an individual basis, 
will be given in the period five 


academic days before the begin- 
ning of the university's final ex- 
amination schedule

E AR RAPHICS, an 
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(CPS) —- There's more than one 
kind of inflation that college ad- 
ministrators are complaining 
about. Grade inflation has drawn 
the criticism of administrators 
throughout the country who are 
beginning to question how many 
students deserve the grades they 
get 

As evidence, they point to 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) 
scores for college-bound seniors 
which are falling to new lows at the 
same time that grade point 
averages are climbing 

At the University of Oklahoma, 
where the average grade in one 
college is a 3.0, Dean Paige 
Mulhollen said recently that 
people hiring graduates “are going 
to begin ta wonder, if everybody 
we turn out has a high grade point 
but some of them aren't very 
capable. They're going to start as- 
king us, ‘Wait a minute, what are 
you doing for us”” 

The dean of the school of 
education at Arizona State Univer- 
sity was alarmed enough by the 
high grades doled out in the school 
to put a ceiling on the number of 
A's or B's awarded each quarter 

More than 85 percent of the 
school’s students received A’s or 
B's in fall quarter last year, ac- 
cording to a survey. Final grades 
won't be able to exceed a 3.0 
average for all undergraduate 
students under the new system. 

The problem is hardly confined 
to Arizona and Oklahoma. A study 
of 197 institutions conducted by a 
researcher at Michigan State 
University showed that since 1960, 
the average grade earned had risen 
by about one half of a grade 

As a result, according to the 
dean's student assistant at Johns 
Hopkins University, “it is  in- 
creasingly difficult to distinguish 
mediocre students from the truly 
outstanding ones.” The assistant 
claimed that if the trend is un- 
checked, grades will no longer by a 
valid measurement of achievement 


grades are going up because 
students are getting smarter. They 
point to SAT scores which show 
that, if anything, the opposite is 
true 

SAT scores released this fall 
showed that on an 800-point scale, 
the average verbal score has 
dropped 44 points since 1963 
Scores on the math section of the 
tests have dipped 30 points over the 
same period 

The SAT’s are a “standardized 
measure of developed reasoning 


abilities important in college 
courses.” according to their 
designers 


In Oklahoma, Mullhollen said 
that there are a number of reasons 
why grades have edged upward 
over the years 

“Some think it has grown out of 
the Vietnam war, that there are 
some faculty who are unwilling to 
give bad grades that might lead to 
people getting drafted,” he said 

He added that there are others 
“who think secondary education is 
better than it has ever been before, 
or that television has created a 
‘super-generation.’ There are a lot 
of suggested reasons but | don't 
think anybody has much data to 
support any of them,” he said 

Other administrators blame the 
economy. The need to keep en- 
roliment up during hard economic 
times may have led instructors to 
give higher grades to keep students 
at their schools. 

At the University of Wisconsin 
in’ Milwaukee, administrators 
claimed that policies allowing 
students to drop classes they are 
doing poorly in may be part of the 
reason for grade averages that have 
risen from 2.6 to 2.8 there between 
1969 and 1975. 

The result of skyrocketing 
grades, according to Yale Dean 
Jaroslav Pelikan, is that the 
“nuances about a_ student's 
capacity for scholarship are more 
and more difficult to read from a 
transcript.” Both employers and

There is no inconsistency in the 
concepts of lower college entrance 
exam scores and higher grade point 
averages in college, according to 
CSUS administration officials 

More high school seniors are 
‘aking college entrance ex- 
aminations. including students 
who would not have thought of 
taking the tests ten years ago 

Elimination of below C grades 
at this university and many others 
will raise grade point averages with 
no increase in student per- 
formance, the Hornet has learned 

CSUS’ incoming _ freshmen 
score close to the national average 
on the entrance exams, according 
to Mel Angell, Associate Director 
for Institutional Research at 
CSUS. The average ACT score ts 
down and SAT scores seem to stay 
the same, but SAT scores have only 
recently been used for admission io 
CSUS 

Ten years ago, SAT scores were 
used by private colleges. large 
universities, and scholarships 
Now, more colleges that used ACT 
scores for admission before use 
SAT as well. Those high school 
students who take the ACT usually 
do not need the SAT. They know 
they would not be eligible for state 
scholarships or entrance to the 
more advanced colleges 

The entrance exam scores for 
CSUS freshmen is slightly below 
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Entrance exam scores are down, GPAs up 


creates the problem 


the average college freshman in the 
nation. (ACT composite score for 
CSUS 1974-75 freshmen averaged 
19.56, the same score for a national 
survey of four-year college 
freshmen was 19 80. SAT scores 
for CSUS 1975 freshmen averaged 
Verbal 428 Math-468, the SAT 
scores world-wide averaged Ver- 
bal-434 Math-472.) 

While the entrance exam scores 
here at CSUS fall behind the 
national average, the high school 
grade point averages (GPA) are 
higher’ CSUS 1974-75 freshmen 
high school GPA averaged 2.93 
The national average for four-year 
college freshmen during the same 
period was 2.80 

Grade point averages at CSUS 
have been rising stadily the last few 
years. The cumulative grade point 
average for all students at CSUS 
during the fall 1972 semester was 
2.78. The cumulative grade point 
average for students during the spr-

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ing 1975 semester was 2.86. 

The grade point averages for in- 
dividual semesters rose ap- 
proximately one half of a grade 
point when CSUS (or Sacramento 
State College) eliminated D and F 
grades in lower division classes 


Semester grade point averages 
for all students at SSC averaged 
2 ——— the fall 1965 semester, 
and 2.537 during the spring 1966 
semester. The same GPAs more 
recently were 3.00 for the spring 
1974 semester, and 2.97 for the spr- 
ing 1975 semester. 


The simple methods of 
withdrawing from classes, talking 
professors into incompletes instead 
of below average grades, and the 
complete lack of D and F grades in 
lower division classes are prime 
reasons for the increase in the 
grade point averages. As Dean of 
Students Norm Better put it, “We 
don't give bad grades anymore.”

Callahan, Assistant Director of 
Residence Hall Life 

She told me that the free copy- 
ing service was a machine that the 
Housing Office had been using but 
they had gotten a new one. So we 
were given their old one for our 
use, but it had broken down, had 
been repaired several times. Now it 
was in such bad shape that to repair 
it would take more money than the 
Housing Office had available for 
that purpose. 

| asked her if it was possible for 
the Housing Office to give us five 
cents each time we used the pay 
machine but she said no. | asked 
her if we could use the new copying 
machine the housing office had just 
purchased. It was not made for a 
heavy workload and it was already 
kept quite busy by the Housing Of- 
tice. the Veteran's Office and the 
Dining Commons 

After talking to Ms. Callahan, | 
suil felt that there must be someth- 
ing | could do, since it had been put 
in writing that free copy service 
would be available. | called Jim 
Holden, the Ombudsman, and told 
him the story. He said he would call 
Mr. Heath 

He did so, and was told the 
same thing that Ms. Callahan had 
told me, and apparently this satis- 
fied Mr. Holden, as he gave me no 
suggestions as to what my next step 
should be 

| then went to the Legal 
Counseling Office, where | talked 
to Mike Peritore. He called Mr 
Heath, and again was told the same 
story. However. Mr. Peritore 
suggested that I take a petition 
around the Residence Halls to 
determine how other students felt 
about the copy service 

The next few days the following 
petition was distributed 


Whereas. a packet of information 
relating to Residence Hall Life was 


distributed to Residence Hall 
students at California State 
University, Sacramento at the 


beginning of the fall semester, 
1975, and whereas this packet con- 
tained a list of rules and services 
pertaining to Residence Hall 


students entitled, “The ABC's of 
Residence Hall Life,” containing 
the following information, namely 


COPY SERVICE— There is a free 
copy service available to Residence 
Hall students in the Activities Of- 
fice next to the Office of Residence 
Hali Life, 


we, the undersigned, being 
Residence Hall students, are being 
aware that free copy service neither 
is being provided now, nor has 
been provided for the great ma- 
jority of days passed in this 
semester, request that either 
1) A copying machine be made 
available immediately that can 
provide free copying service to all 
Residence Hall students on a per- 
manent basis, or, 
2) Free copy service be made 
immediately available to all 
Residence Hall students, and fur- 
thermore that this service remain 
available from the present until the 
end of the spring semester, 1976, 
excepting those periods (i.e., 
Christmas and Spring vacations) 
when the Residence Halls are nor- 
mally closed 

November 12, 1975 


This petition was signed by 
nearly six hundred Residence Hal! 
students, and | presented it to Mr 
Heath the following week. We 
talked for quite a while, and 
although | won't go into ali the 
details of that conversation, | 
learned, among other things, that 
the new copying machine that the 
Housing Office has, along with all 
other furniture, equipment, and 
salaries, are paid for by the rent we 
pay to live in the Residence Halls 

Mr. Heath and I discussed 
various ways that the copy service 
could be provided free and he said 
he would contact me later. The 
next day. | was called into his office 
and he told me that ona temporary 
basis the Residence Hail students 
would be allowed to use the new 
copying machine in the Housing 
Office, provided that three con- 
ditions were met 
1) the hours would be those of the 
Housing Office (Monday-Friday, 
8:00-5:00) 

2) the material being copied should

3) if the copier was being used fora 
business purpose, we were to wait 
until they were through 


I felt these were fair conditions, 
and I then asked Mr. Heath how 
temporary this would be. He said 
he wanted to get an idea of how 
much this would cost (for paper, 
ink, etc.) to see if it was feasible to 
continue on a permanent basis. 

| asked if it would continue for 
the remainder of the fall semester. 
and he replied in the affirmative 
and | then asked about the spring 
semester, and he replied that it 
would be free then, too 





We also discussed publicizing 
this service. | suggested he put it on 
the December calendar. (A calen- 
dar foreach month is distributed to 
all Residence Hall students.) He 
said that he would do that.

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Costly delays highlight park

Opening of the south parking 
“8” has been delayed again ac- 
cording to the Office of Ar- 
chitectural Construction (OAC) 

Construction of the lot. com- 
monly reterred to as the “south 40”. 
started in July as part of a $300,000 
contract awarded to Teichert 
Construction Company. The con- 
tract was issued to Teichert to 
repave both the south Lot “8” and 
northeast lot “D™ 

Construction Started on July 28 
and was to be completed by Nov. 
25. 1975. The northeast lot 1s 
finished and in use, but the south 
lot is still under construction 

According to John Cox, as- 
sociate vice president for ad- 
ministration-planning and 
management, the reason for the ex- 
tended time is the weather 
problem. “Certainly when it rains. 
construction crews cannot work.” 
says Cox 

However. according to E. S 
Hutchison. director of campus 
planning, the delays are caused by 
several changes in the original con- 
tract.

A third change order was re- 
quested by OAC on Aug. 25 to 
construct a six-foot wide walkway 
east of Jedsmith Drive. The cost in-
